When I was in New York last week I saw the people who make the "Talking 
Mannequin" which we are planning for the Mercantile Money Museum, I 
spoke "with "both J, P, Morgan, whose card is enclosed, and Chuck Fishman, 
who is the owner of the "business.

Our exhibit at the 1976 National Materials Handling Show, 
McCormick Place, Chicago was the most successful we've ever 
had. Our success is mainly due to the unique attraction of the 
AVM mannequin, which we presented as "the General". 

Having a mere 625 sq. ft. in a show comprised of 160,000 sq. ft. 
of exhibits posed a definite challenge to gain the attention of 
approximately 30,000 attendees. Based upon what we've been told, 
both by communications peers and attendees, we had one of the 
top two or three exhibits in the show! Many told us it was 
clearly number one. (Competing against a briefly clad Playboy 
playmate I might add!) 

The best measurement, however, is whether or not we achieved our 
goals, which were:

In addition to achieving these goals, the mannequin provided 
residual benefits we hadn't expected. It's amazing how the 
attitude of booth visitors was affected by the mannequin.
